The new companies, registered in Londony 
but whose sphere of operations is in Egypt. 
increase in numbet. every week, and any fresh 
company legislation at home is of considerable 
importance to an. increasing section of the 
Egyptian public. The early Companies Acts 
from 1860 onwards were intended to provide 
a new field for commercial enterprise and 
investment, free from the paralysing dangers 
of unlimited liability. Recent Companies Acta, 
among which the measure of 1900 is the most 
promihent, have been di-ected to checking 
new datgers which have come in with limited 
liability—reckless speculation and fraudulent 
promotion. The Companies Bill just introduced, 
by Earl Granard in the House. of Lords is 
typical of this later legislation Its provi. 
sions are thus reviewed by the “Morning 
Post.” It is, according to the explanatory 
memorandum, founded upon the ,recommenda- 
tions of a Departmental Committee appointed 
by the Board of Trade in 1905 “to inquire 
what amendments are necessary. in thetActs, 
relating to joint-stock companies,” and report 
ing in June last. Its first object is to strike at 
a simple device by which the promoters of 
companies have recently, in increasing num- 
bers, eluded ‘all the elaborate terrors” of the 
Directors’ Liability Act, 1890, and the 
Companies Act, 1900, By those Acts an effort 
was made to secure under stringent penalties a 
statutory minimum of truthful information in 
every prospectus inviting subscriptions for 
shares, “Definite statements were required on 
such points as the qualification shares of direc- 
tors, the names of vendors, minimum subscrip. 
tion upon which the company might. go to 
illotment, underwriting commissions paid or 
agreed to be paid, aud all material contracts 
affecting the undertaking. Unfortunately, it 
was very soon discovéred that companies could 
yet their shares before the. public without 
issuing a prospectus at all. A prospectus is an 
invitation to subscribe issued on behalf of the 
company itself. If the company issues no such

for instance, proposed to prevent the evasions 
described above by compelling every company 


| which does not issue a prospectus to file with 


the Registrar a statement in lieu cf prospectus, 
containing all the essential points required by 
the Companies Act 1900, but this is not to 
upply to a private company, as defined in the 
Act. Clearly some importance ‘attaches to this 
lefinition; A private company is to mean 
henceforth “a company which consists of not 
more than thirty members, and which by its 
articles restricts the right to transfer its shares, 
and prohibits (a) the increase of the number of 
its members to more than thirty ; and (b) any 
invitation to the public to subscribe for any 
shares or debentures of the company,” 
‘There is more than merely legal importance 
in the distinction thus made. It corresponds to 
a yery real distinction in the functions of the 


Companies Acts, between the uses to which 


théy have been put in modern commerce, The 
conversion of a family firm into a family 
company is a matter of ‘convenience ; it 
allows the individual to separate his business 
capital from his private means—intended to 
secure his family in thelast resort - moresimply 
and more sati igfactori}y than by marriage settle- 
ments and trusts, The gubstitution of public 
companies each with an’ army of small share- 
holders for private ventures, works a revolu- 
tionary change in more ways than one upon 
commerce and society as a_ whole It is this — 
the most characteristic side of the Companies 
Acts—that deserves, to 4 degree it has never 
yet received, the study of sociologists and 
economists. On this side the Acts havé, in the 
first place, giveh an immense impetus ‘o indus- 
try by opening up fresh sources of ‘capital and 
by bringing into use as investments what 
might otherwise have been merely hoarded, 
They have in the second place encouraged 
freedom of speculation ; many enterprises which 
would have frightoned the boldest in the days 
of unlimited, liability and large single stakes 
are now attempted and brought to a successful 
conclusion at the divided and limited risk of 
an army of shareholders, The ease with which 
it is possible to divide one's eggs between miany 
baskets brings many eggs to market that might 
otherwise never have come there at all. Apart 
from these more obvious points there are 
others which deserve perhaps even closer con- 
sideration. It is, for instance, constantly urged 
that one eftect of the company system is to 
make business itself more purely businesslike 
and less human in its conduct, The old ameni- 


ties between employer and workman, the old

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EXPERIMENTAL GARDEN AT NOUZA. 


The annual general meeting df the members 
of the A.H.S. was held yesterday, afternoon, 
when the accounts for 1906 were passed and-a 
new committee elected.

“Ever since the society started in 1896 the. 
committee has always hoped that it would be 
possible to have a garden where trials, could be | 
made and where plants, uncommon in Egypt, 
might be seen by those interested. in horticul- 
ture The committee is pleased ‘to be able to 
inform the members that throngh the gener- 
osity of the Government and of the Alexandria 
Municipality the garden »cheme has become a 
reality and that the work: of puttimg the 
ground in order has already begun. ‘I'he Alex- 


‘andria M unicipality has kindly given the: so- }. 


ciety about three feddans at Nouza Garderw 
for five years and has promised. to furnish 
gratis both the water and manure. which will 
be necessary for the land. ‘Ihe only-expense to 
the society will be the transport of the manure. 
The Governwent has offered a grant of L.E. 
600 for the years 1907 and 1908 in order to. 
encourage the cultivation and export of vege- 
tables and truit. The Government has further 
promised to consider favourably the continua-:' 
tion of this grant at the end of.the second 
year sho ld the experiment prove successful. ° 
It should here be noticed that the Government 
grant has been given solely’ fur vegetables and 
fruit, consequently their cultivation must be 
the principal object for which the.garden must | 
be used and it is clear that no part of 
the L.E. 600 can be spent.on. the purchase of 
flowering plants without’ the permission of the 
Government.” See

during the first fortnight in April. H.-H. the 
Khedive will be present on the opening day.

SATISFACTORY REPORT—VALUE 
‘OF, THE RECLAMATION WORKS. 


The sixth ordinary general meeting of the 
New. Egyptian’ Conipany, Limited; was held 
on tl® Sthinst, at Cannon Street Hotel, E.V., 
Sir Gerald Fitzgerald, K.C.M.G., presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. Thomas Day) having 
read the notice convening the meeting and the 
auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said : It ts with pleasure that 
I rise to mave the adoption ot the report and 
balance-shéet which have been subintited to yon. 
'The directors feél that they owe you an ex- 
planation of the somewhat late date at which 
they present them to you. ‘I'hé reason is ‘that 
they have been, during the past two or three 
months, in almost daily expectation of conclud- 
ing a large and satisfactory realisation, which 
would have placed the board in a position. to 
declare a substantial dividend. Although we 
cannot announce this sale now, I am pleased 
to inform yo : that negdtiations are at this very 
moment in progress, and it is needless to say 
that, sho-ld the business be completed, the 
directors will at” once proceed tu declare an 
interim dividend, which would be justified by 
the large pfofit th s encashed. ‘Turning to the 
faccounts, you will observe that the issued 
capital has been increased by 146,940. shares, 
which-were subs¢ribed by the shareholders and 
guarantors in March last at a premium of 10s. 
per share. At the date of the balance-sheet only 
the payments representing the premium had 
matured, and the proceeds of same are shown 
under premium account. Since then instal- 
ments amounting in all to 15s. per share 
have accrued, and have been practically 
all received. *The item of Five per Cent. 
Mortgage Veben'ures, amounting to £26,653, 
has since the,date of the balance-sheet di-ap- 
peared, this amount having beén paid off by 
the company, whose assets ure now, tlerefore, 
eutirely free from any such prior charge ‘The 
item of sundry creditors is composed almost.en- 
tirely of deferred payments for lands purchased, 
which, as stated, extend over a considerable 
‘period. The’ bills payable are in the same 
category. The contingent liabilities on shares 
held, mentioned at the fdot of the debit 
side, have -all been paid off «since the 
date of the accourts, Ou the credit side 
the cash in hand und short loans, amouutinsto 
£40,367, do not call for anycomment. ‘The next 
item, “Other loans,” £37,619, is composed al- 
most entirely of advances made to the Sudan 
Development Company, which have since been 
repaid, the proceeds -thereot bing upplied in 
payment of the partly-paid shares of that com- 
pany whic: the New Egyptian Company hold 
lhe “Debentures insundry companies,’ amount- 
ing to £18,389, is again composed almost 
mtirely of obligations of the Sudan Develop- 
ment Company. “Shares and syndicate parti- 
cipations,” awounting to £56,299, show a 
slight increase. ‘Taking the present market 
quotations there is an appreciation on this 
item of about £16,000. The amount of “Sundry 
debtors” consists uf amouuts owing to us for 
lands sold and outstanding rents. ‘The item 
appearing in our former balance-sheet owing 
by purchasers of‘land from us, amounting to 
£94,198, has disappeared, together with the 
equivalent amount amongst the “ Sundry 
creditors. ” This figure represen ed deferred 
payments arranged by us when purchasing 
land which we subsequently sold ;_ the obliga- 
tion to liquidate same has been taken over by 
the purchasers, who have been accepted by 
the original sellers.

As 
you will observe from the balance-sheet, the 
company has considerable liabilities in respect 
of lands purchased, and in view of these matur- 
ring during the current year, and having regard 
to the general financial position in Egypt, 
your directors, after careful consideration, have 
decided that in the interests of the company, 
it is not desirable to make any distribution of 
the funds in band until some further realisa- 
tions have taken place.

I should 
mention that the large groyne in the main 
Nile at Garf Sarhan, constructed by the 
company in 1902, oue of the most prominent 
works on the river, the head of which had to 
bz repaired atter previous floods, resisted well 
tie heavy action of tie 1906 flood and 
aquires nO repairs this year, which is very 
gitisfactory v3 showing that the exposed stone- 
head has now apparevtly taken a permanent 
bearing in the sandy bed. There is an increase 
in the reclaimed ares on the down stream side 
of the groyne, but some land has been eroded 
on the up s'ream side owing to the set of the 
river. The laud reclaimed on both sides is very 
valuable, all of it being let at over £8 an acre, 
By the opening of the Nazlet Abdulla escape 
from the Sabalia Canal in December, some six 
a:res of land in the Garf Sarhan khor have 
been covered with sand, causing tempurary 
damage. As the flood of 1906 «as a little 
higher and more sustained at a high level 
than the average, the effect has been a 
substantial advaucement both as regards areas 
in process of reclamation und improvement 
of land previorsly reclaimed and. under 
cultivation. At Sohag, where the largest area 
yet rented in that khor has been ubtained this 
season, work had been commenced before my 
inspection on an arte>ian-well-instal ation for 
the irrigation of about 200 acres of the com- 
pany’s land, wich has hitherto rem:ined un- 
cu.tivated. It is hoped this work, to cost about 
£2,500 in all, will be ready to irrigate in May 
uext. At the Rodah site, for about the same 
area of high land, a similar insta'lation has 
already been completed at a cost of under 
£2,000, in time to give summer irrigation this 
year. During my inspeccion I considered care- 
fully the practicability of projects for bringing 
water from the Ibrahimia Canal across the 
khors at Saadat, Sheikh Fadl and Hataba, to 
irrigate ina cheap manner certain reclaimed 
and purchased areas, which are too high to be 
cultivated on the moisture absorbed during 
the flood season. A project of the kind has 
already been carried out for such lands at 
Gart Sarhan, and has given excellent results, 


‘arther, to-day Ihave been able to obtain 
sanction of the Irrigation Department for a 


proposal at Ashmant to carry water from the 
{brahimia Canal across the khor in a steel pipe, 
90 ceutitnetres in diameter and 300 metres 
long, costing about £1,500 to irrigate 400 acres 
of the company’s purchased land on the island 
With this supply of water the above area 
should fetch rentals of from £4 to £5 an acre, 
ifnot more. [trust the projects for supplying 
canal water to the other three sites mentioned 
will be sanctioned by Government either this 
year or next. In dealing with the total: area of 
land reclaimable in the khors, according to the 
figures given in the annual reports, it should bo 
remembered that certain reductions have to be 
made in the original figures on account of Akl 
Bahr olaims not contemplated wheu the works 
were projected, and even now no definite re- 
duction can be made until these claims are 
finally settled. Farther in’ some instances the 
reclaimab e areas were, perbaps, over-estimated. 
On the other han |, che largest area yet rent:d 
out is only a fraction of the total area shown 
as available. ‘Thos the area rented in 1905-6 
was about 1,750 acres, or, say, one-third of this 
available area. ‘The definite increase in’ the 
rented area of 1906-7 over that of previous 
years cannot be given until the Government 
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£7,500, showing a substantial increase on lag 
year. Also, in comparing the net rental with 


the epricel prendre it should: be;borne in 
mind that the rental will now be considerably 
more progressive than tlie intérest’on expendi- 
ture, the bulk of the expenditure being in the 
heavy first cost of engineering coostruction 
and land purchase. However, owing to a certain 
reduction. in the total available area, as 
explained ahove, the cost per acie is more than 
the £29 odd entered in the draft of the next 
report for the shar-holders received in Cairo 
o-day, But still, the cost per acre, including 
the further. capital expenditure for develop- 
men’, will be small compared with. the final 
yalue of the land. In ‘dealing with -large 
engiveering works on the Nile, like the com- 
_pany’s reclamation projects, it is necessary to 
b+ cautious.in forming estimates of the future; 
the contingencies of abnormal-floods are not to 
be overlooked, although such floods: might do 
more good than harm in some cases...However, 
making, allowance for Tisks, it will be seen 
from the foregoing remarks that I am _ well 
satisfied with the. general condition of the 
projects. For the good results attained credit 
is due to the engineering staff in Egypt, 
especially to Mr. H Juillard, who has been in 
charge of the..works since the. death of Mr. 


J.R. Dempster, and to Mr. G. H. Dempster, . 


the next engineer in. rank who held charge 
for three months during Mr. Juillard’s absence 
on leave in, 1906, ata time when much was 
being done. In the annual report of the Egyp- 
tian Irrigation Department for .1905, pro- 
minence is given to anote on the company’s 
works during that year, and photographs of 
Ashmant and Fashn regulators are printed at

shortly. Under these circumstances I will not 
‘say more on the subject than that we still feel 
that if the Government does not see its way to 
renew the concession in the terms of their 
agresment—i.e., on the same -broad lines as 
before—the company is entitled to receive 


substantial compensation. Before turning from ! 


the subject of our land interest I would like to 
say that the proposals made to the Sudan 
Government on behalf of the Sudan Develop-

With regard to the investments in 
town sites in Cairo, Khartoum and Port Said, 


we have during the year carried out a number ; 
of transactions and made some realisations at: 
satisfactory profits. I am glad to be able to tell ' 


you that the present market value of the sites 
which the Company now possesses is largely in 
excess of their cost. The site which we recently 
sold in Cairo opposite the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral will give a good profit when realised, 

but the long terms of payment render the sale 
somewhat less advantageo -s. The property on 
Rodah Island, Cairo, which we acquired last: 
year, has been made the subject ofa pre- 

emption suit, which we hope will be settled 

very shortly. I now come to the transport en- 

terprises in which we are interested through 
the Sudan Development and Exploration Com- 

pany and the Menzaleh Canal and Navigation 
Company. As to the former, you will have seen 

from our report the continuous increase in the 
earnings of the boats trading south of Khartoum 
wh'ch has now made it unnecessary for us to 
have recourse to the 3 per cent. guaranteed by 
the Sudan Government. As tra‘fic of all kinds on 
the river has extended largely, it may be neces- 
sary to increase onr flotilla to cope with it. We 
hope also toextend our ‘operations up the Sohat 
River (as shown on the map issued with the 
report), wh-re business, is being opened up 
with Western Abyssinia. Mr. Harold Hall is 
developing this transport business with great 
ability and success. On Lake Menzaleh the 
service between Matarieh and Port. Said has 
continued during the.year to. show increasing 
ret rns, and a new service has jnst been open- 
el between Matarieh and Damietta which will 
no doubt largely augment the Menzaleh Com- 
pany’s receipts. Active preparations are now 
being made for the construction of connections 
between the lake and the Suez Canal on the 
one side and with the Nile River on the other
